If you have bigger than average 
eyes, exaggerate your emotions, have 
some unusual friends, or see giant robots 
attacking each other daily --- then you might 
just be an anime character. 

Within the past two years, the 
United States has imported and translated 
many of the popular Japanese animations, 
anime, for short. This includes Dragonball 
Z, Pokemon, Lupin The Third, Cowboy 
BeBop, and others. Anime comes in all 
types of plot lines and lengths. The current 
standard for anime seems to be thirteen to 
twenty-six episodes long. Most anime have 
a couple of different sub-series and 
sequels, and the appeal is broad -- from 
the very young to more adult audiences 

Cartoon Network debuted many 
new anime this year on their late-night 
programming nicknamed “Adult Swim”, 
providing an easier access to the newest 
anime to hit stateside. 

Another art form that is gaining 
steam in the US is manga, which is the 
Japanese name for comics. Manga is the 
most read form of literature in Japan and is 
often used to pass time on the trains to 
and from work.

J-Rock (which is short for Japanese Rock) 
and J-Pop (short for Japanese Pop). J-Rock 
is also known by another slang name, 
Visual Rock. This term was coined for the 
genre because the artists not only express 
themselves with their music, but also 
through their looks. Most often, the artists 
will have outrageous hair styles or equally 
outrageous stage-garb. Masks are also 
worn quite often.

February 1 st, 2003 - A day that 
will live on in history forever. 

On January 16th, 2003, the 
space shuttle Columbia arose from 
Kennedy Space Center in Florida, lifting 
its crew and payload into man’s last 
frontier. 

During liftoff, NASA engineers 
and monitors noted that a piece of foam 
had snapped off the fuel tank and struck 
the shuttle's left wing. After weighing the 
possibilities of damage and checking 
with the crew, NASA and Columbia 
decided to continue with the mission. 

After delivering supplies to the 
International Space Station, the 
Columbia was on its way home. 

Upon re-entry into the Earth’s 
atmosphere, NASA and the shuttle’s 
crew expected everything to operate 
smoothly. The spacecraft was expected 
to make a landing in Florida early in the 
morning of February 1 st, 2003. 

However, this event prooved to 
be quite disasterous. Shortly after 
reentering Earth’s atmosphere, parts of 
the shuttle exploded. Remnants 
scorched across the early morning sky. 
NASA, nor anyone in our country, could 
have expected what had happened. 

Although the official cause of 
the disintegration of Columbia is not 
known as of this publication, it is 
speculated that the damaged left wing 
is to blame. The high speeds and 
temperatures could have ripped heat- 
tiles off the shuttle and burned up the 
wing, destroying electronics and 
throwing the shuttle off course at the 
same time. 

Very shortly after the event, 
debris of the shuttle was found across 
most of the south western corner of the 
United States. 

The crew of seven, including the 
first Israeli astronaut, had been lost. The 
Columbia will be remembered forever in 
history.
